Report  of  the  Deputy  Minister 


I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  Alberta  Education  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  March  31 ,  1  981 . 

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Deputy  Ministerof  Education  include  representing 
Alberta  Education  and  the  Government  of  Alberta  in  negotiations  with  officials 
of  other  government  departments  and  agencies,  and  with  officials  of  national 
and  international  organizations  and  institutions  within  the  policy  framework 
provided  for  such  representation.  The  Deputy  Minister  also  assumes  respon- 
sibility for  directing  the  departmental  assessment  of  education  in  Alberta,  the 
development  of  major  programs  and  budgets  of  the  departments,  and  overseeing 
the  administration  and  management  of  divisions  and  directorates  of  Alberta 
Education.  The  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  acts  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of 
Education  as  required,  and  advises  the  Minister  of  Education  through  regular 
and  ad  hoc  consultations. 

A  major  responsibility  is  assuring  public  confidence  in  basic  education  and 
Alberta  Education  through  the  establishment  of  open  communication  procedures 
with  interest  groups  and  the  general  public. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  participating  in  meetings  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  Education,  Canada, 
and  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Ministers 

—  serving  as  immediate  past-president  and  chairman  of  the  Nominations 
Committee  of  the  Canadian  Education  Association 

—  organizing  and  attending  ad  hoc  and  regular  interdepartmental  meetings 
dealing  with  improvements  to  the  educational  service  throughout  the 
province 

—  participating  in  educational  communication  through  the  delivery  of  formal 
addresses,  media  interviews,  and  seminars 

—  maintaining  open  relationships  with  key  officers  of  the  Alberta  School 
Trustees'  Association,  Alberta  Teachers'  Association,  Alberta  Federation  of 
Home  and  School  Associations,  Conference  of  Alberta  School  Superin- 
tendents and  urban  and  rural  school  jurisdictions. 

Major  achievements  during  1980-81  included: 

—  creating  the  Student  Evaluation  Branch  and  the  Student  Records  and 
Computer  Services  Branch 

—  revising  the  Social  Studies  curriculum  to  include  specification  of  history, 
geography  and  citizenship  in  the  core  program 

—  integrating  the  Audio-visual  Services  Branch  into  the  Curriculum  Branch 

—  completing  a  curriculum  guide  for  the  Educable  Mentally  Handicapped 

—  revising  the  Building  Quality  Restoration  Program  to  include  a  broader  range 
of  funding  for  modernization  of  schools 

—  coordinating  the  75th  Anniversary  Student  Medallion  program  and  several 
other  75th  Anniversary  projects 
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developing  curriculum  guides  for  the  dependent  handicapped,  trainable 
mentally  retarded,  and  the  visually  impaired 

establishing  a  public  school  district  combining  previous  school  districts  in  the 
Bonnyville/Cold  Lake/Grand  Centre  area 

evaluating  Alberta  students'  general  knowledge  and  awareness  of  Canadian 
history,  geography,  and  citizenship 

completing  computerization  of  the  School  Book  Branch 

developing  a  new  senior  high  language  arts  program 

creating  the  Program  Approvals  Committee  allowing  the  Curriculum  Policies 
Board  more  time  to  deal  with  curriculum  policies.

Major  responsibility  of  the  Director  is  to  assist  the  Department  in  carrying  out  its 
mandate  by  providing  services  in  financial  planning  and  operations,  statistical 
and  information  services,  legislative  planning,  legal  services,  central  services, 
pension  plan  liaison,  and  policy  development.  These  services  are  provided  both 
directly  and  on  a  consultative  basis. 

Major  Activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  analyzing  the  financial  implications  of  policy  and  program  proposals 

—  determining  the  financial  needs  for  programs  of  the  Department  through 
continuous  consultations  with  branches  regarding  the  various  programs 
managed  by  them 

—  providing  accounting  and  payroll  services  to  the  Department  (e.g.,  coding  of 
accounts,  control  and  approval  of  expenditures,  cheque  distribution) 

—  preparing  the  departmental  budget  requests  in  accordance  with  Alberta 
Treasury  guidelines  and  procedure 
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disbursing  grant  monies  appropriated  for  financial  assistance  to  schools 

developing  and  submitting  claim  adjustments  to  the  federal  government  with 
respect  to  federally  supported  education  programs  as  outlined  in  the  Federal 
Provincial  Fiscal  Arrangement  A  ct 

developing  electronic  data  processing  capability  for  accounting  and  statistical 
generation  and  analysis  (e.g.,  placement  of  inventory,  payroll,  grant 
payments,  costing  on  Alberta  Financial  Information  System  programs) 

improving  the  efficiency  of  existing  electronic  data  processing  systems  (e.g., 
Educational  Data  Information  System) 

providing  financial  and  related  statistical  information  to  the  Department  and 
government  (e.g.,  grant  allotment  to  jurisdictions,  preliminary  and  projected 
pupil  counts) 

providing  management  consultant  services  to  branches  and  to  other  units 
(e.g..  Teachers'  Retirement  Fund  Investment  Committee)  as  required  in 
financial  and  accounting  matters 

coordinating  departmental  input  to,  and/or  revision  of  The  Teachers' 
Retirement  Fund  Act  by  acting  as  liaison  with  Legislative  Counsel  and 
Teachers'  Retirement  Fund  Administration 

developing  a  process  for  annual  legislation  analysis  and  review  in  the 
Department  (e.g.,  set  up  the  necessary  legislative  research  on  The  Teachers' 
Retirement  Fund  Act,  Teaching  Profession  Act,  The  School  Act,  and  The 
Department  of  Education  Act) 

coordinating  the  legislative  and  regulatory  services  to  the  Department  and 
government  through  effective  liaison  with  affected  groups 

developing  and  drafting  1  980  School  Foundation  Program  Fund  Regulations 
and  1 980  Alberta  Education  Grants  Order 

implementing  and  developing  administrative  policies  for  new  grants,  (e.g., 
Corporate  Assessment  Split,  Educational  Exchange,  and  Community  Schools) 

providing  legal  services  to  the  Department  by  way  of  developing  Orders-in- 
Council  and  regulations,  and  through  the  consultative  services  of  a  solicitor 
from  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General 

ensuring  that  all  branches  of  the  Department  are  aware  of  any  changes  in 
policy 

developing  and  implementing  internal  audit  programs  in  such  areas  as  the 
Grants  System,  Alberta  School  Book  Branch,  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf,  and 
the  Alberta  Correspondence  School 

developing  a  series  of  bulletins  to  assist  school  board  secretary-treasurers  in 
interpreting  policy  and  claiming  grants 

developing  a  manual  to  assist  affected  groups  in  the  interpretation  of  the 
grant  regulations 
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—  improving  communications  with  field  staff  and  client  groups  through  existing 
structures  and  events  (e.g.,  attending  Conference  of  Alberta  School 
Superintendents  (CASS)  and  Association  of  School  Business  Officials  of 
Alberta  (ASBOA)  meetings,  holding  briefings  with  the  Alberta  Teachers' 
Association  (ATA)  and  the  Alberta  School  Trustees  Association  (ASTA),  and 
holding  media  briefings  as  authorized) 

—  improving  the  budgeting  process  through  more  extensive  and  intensive  data 
gathering  and  reporting 

—  monitoring  the  budget  for  the  Alberta  Heritage  Learning  Resources  Project  to 
ensure  the  availability  of  funds 

—  assisting  Municipal  Affairs  in  resolving  the  equalized  assessment  problem 
through  close  consultation  as  well  as  developing  an  increased  awareness 
and  knowledge  of  school  board  personnel 

—  providing  central  records  services  to  the  Department  (e.g.,  mail  pick-up  for 
file  attachment,  departmental  micrographic  services) 

—  providing  departmental  mail,  printing  and  stationery  services 

—  converting  the  records  system  of  the  branches  to  the  Central  Records  Office 
in  accordance  with  a  subject  classification  system 

—  upgrading  records  management  services tothe  Department(e.g.,  converting 
roll  microfilm  into  microfilm  jackets,  preparing  requests  for  records  dis- 
position authority,  and  reviewing/testing  studies  supporting  acquisition 
proposals  for  microfilm  and  records  storage  equipment) 

—  providing  school  enrolment  information  to  members  of  the  public  searching 
for  proof  of  age  or  name  or  for  historical  data 

—  determining  methods  that  will  permit  improved  enrolment  projections 

—  increasing  the  analytic  capability  of  the  Branch 

—  maintaining  and  improving  public  image  of  the  Branch:  departmentally  by 
assisting  branches;  provincially  by  responding  satisfactorily  to  clients  and 
referent  groups;  nationally  by  serving  on  CMEC  Finance  Committee  and 
other  activities;  and  internationally  by  participating  in  and  assisting  such 
agencies  as  the  Centre  For  Study  in  Educational  Finance 

—  administering  The  Financial  Administration  Act,  1977  (amended  1980)  to 
ensure  that  the  Department  operates  within  its  regulations 

—  reducing  administrative  requirements  for  claiming  of  grants  such  as  Early 
Childhood  Services,  Educational  Opportunity  Fund,  and  Learning  Disability 
Fund 

—  reviewing  and  revising  job  descriptions,  role  definitions,  function  and 
structure  of  branch  managers  and  supervisors 

—  undertaking  professional  development  activities  such  as  evening  courses, 
and  teaching  summer  courses  on  educational  finance. 

Financial  reports  of  the  operation  of  Alberta  Education  appear  in  the  annual 
Estimate  of  Expenditure  and  in  the  Public  Accounts. 

Financial  summaries  of  the  operations  of  school  boards  and  Early  Childhood 
Services  operators  are  printed  separately.

Report  of  the  Director 


Planning  and  Research  is  a  service  branch  of  Alberta  Education  and  is  com- 
prised of  two  sections:  policy  and  research.  The  major  objective  of  the  Branch 
is  the  establishment  and  integration  of  policy  analyses  and  developmental 
research.  The  Branch  provides  planning  and  policy  information  and  assist- 
ance within  the  Department  and  to  the  education  community. 

Some  studies  are  carried  out  by  the  Planning  and  Research  Branch,  but  most 
research  projects  are  contracted  with  school  systems,  corporations,  universi- 
ties or  other  agencies.  Some  work  is  also  done  by  staff  in  other  branches,  by 
seconded  personnei,  and  by  persons  hired  to  carry  out  specific  tasks. 


Major  activities  for  1  980-81  included: 

—  following  up  on  projects  related  to  the  Minister's  Advisory  Committee  on 
Student  Achievement  (MACOSA) 

—  continuing  the  Education  North  Project  in  five  northern  communities. 
Education  North  is  an  experimental  project  designed  to  encourage  greater 
participation  by  local  people  in  educational  matters. 
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—  developing  and  implementing  a  major  series  of  10  projects  designed  to 
facilitate  a  subsequent  review  of  school  finance  arrangements  in  Alberta. 
Studies  included  the  development  of  a  school  finance  computer  model,  an 
enrolment  projections  system,  and  a  refinement  of  the  Education  Price  Index. 

—  continuing  work  on  a  departmental  management  information  system 

—  carrying  out  energy  conservation  and  management  studies 

—  carrying  out  evaluation  and  organizational  analyses  to  assist  in  the  internal 
management  of  the  Department 

—  carrying  out  research  pertaining  to  special  education,  gifted  children, 
educational  technology,  administrative  and  organizational  analysis,  and 
curriculum  and  instruction 

—  carrying  out  teacher  in-service  training  costs  and  corporate  assessment 
studies 

—  conducting  Canadian  Awareness  testing  in  the  areas  of  history,  geography 
and  citizenship  on  a  sample  of  Alberta  students  at  the  Grades  6,  9  and  1 2 
levels 

—  acting  on  the  Cooperative  Committee  on  Research  in  Teacher  Education,  the 
Alberta  Advisory  Committee  on  Educational  Studies,  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  on  Metric  Conversion,  Disadvantaged  Areas  Impact  Study 
Steering  Committee,  Alberta  Library  Network  Steering  Committee,  Statistics 
Coordinating  Committee,  Educational  Technology  Committee 

—  acting  on  three  Minister's  Advisory  Committees 

—  consulting  with  personnel  from  other  branches  and  departments  relative  to 
research  and  evaluation  design,  contract  services  and  requestsfor  proposals 

—  producing  and  distributing  a  semi-annual  inventory  of  projects,  Annual 
Research  Highlights  and  completed  research  reports 

—  representing  Western  Canada  at  UNESCO  Belgrade  Conference 

—  serving  on  a  variety  of  provincial  and  interprovincial  organizations

—  Educational  Technology  -  Computer  Manager  Learning  (CML)  —  managed  a 
CML  system  required  to  monitor  and  record  student  achievement  in  high 
school  mathematics 
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—  Educational  Technology  -  Survey  of  Microcomputer  Use  in  the  Classroom 
— ascertained  the  current  extent  of  use  of  microcomputers  in  Alberta 
classrooms 

—  Elementary  Language  Arts  Curriculum  Assessment  —  assessed  the 
effectiveness  of  Alberta  Education's  elementary  language  arts  curriculum 

—  Evaluation  of  Special  Education  -  Grande  Prairie  —  provided  an  overall 
assessment  of  the  total  special  education  program  of  the  Grande  Prairie 
School  District 

—  Field  Testing  of  Citizenship  Education  Instruments  —  field  tested  citizenship 
items  in  Alberta  schools 

—  French  Immersion  Cultural  Exchange  Program  —  designed  to  motivate 
students  to  improve  their  facility  in  French  and  encourage  development  of 
positive  attitudes  towards  other  cultural  groups  in  Canada 

—  Junior  High  School  Mathematics  —  assessed  student  cognitive  abilities, 
suitability  of  curriculum  materials  and  the  effects  of  matching  instructional 
methods  to  levels  of  cognition 

—  Personnel  Policies  and  Changing  Enrolments  —  developed  personnel  policy 
alternatives  which  are  tolerant  to  changing  enrolment  conditions  for  the 
Edmonton  Catholic  School  System 

—  Planning  for  the  Educational  Needs  of  the  Bonnyville/Grand  Centre/Cold 
Lake  Region  —  studied  future  educational  needs  of  the  area 

—  Student  Attitudes  Toward  the  Handicapped  —  explored  student  awareness 
of,  and  attitudes  toward  the  handicapped 

—  Teacher  Supply  and  Demand  —  developed  five-year  projections  of  teacher 
supply  and  demand  by  grade  level  and  subject  area  of  specialization,  and 
provided  means  of  updating  the  projections  annually 

—  Vocational  Education  in  West  Germany  —  provided  information  on  the 
vocational  education  programs  in  several  of  the  lander  (states)  of  West 
Germany 

—  Work  Experience  Education  —  determined  the  perceived  effectiveness  of  the 
Work  Experience  program  and  investigated  the  degree  of  integration  between 
school  and  work  experience. 

Twenty  new  research  projects  were  approved  during  the  course  of  the  year;  30 
research  projects  were  completed,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  31  projects  were 
in  progress.

Report  of  the  Executive  Director 


The  Alberta  Educational  Communications  Authority  was  established  under  the 
terms  of  the  Alberta  Educational  Communications  Corporation  Act,  1 973.  The 
Minister  of  Education  and  the  Minister  of  Advanced  Education  and  Manpower 
have  been  designated  as  the  Authority;  the  Deputy  Ministers  of  Education  and 
Advanced  Education  and  Manpower  and  the  Executive  Director  constitute  an 
Executive  Committee.  The  activities  of  the  Authority  are  carried  out  through  the 
office  of  the  Executive  Director. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  administering  xhe  Alberta  Educational  Communications  Corporation  Act  by 
approving  by-laws,  approving  budget,  receiving  the  annual  report,  and 
participating  in  procedural  matters  related  to  appointments  to  the  ACCESS 
Board  of  Directors 

—  initiating  the  process  of  review  of  the  Alberta  Educational  Communications 
Corporation  Act,  1973 

—  attending  and  participating  in  meetings  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Task  Force 
on  Satellites  in  Education  and  the  ACDME  subcommittee  on  media  review 

—  establishing  the  principal  role  programming  for  ACCESS.  Approximately  1 00 
proposals  were  processed  with  47  approved  for  production/acquisition.

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Associate  Deputy  Minister  (Instruction)  include 
exercising  general  supervision  of  the  Curriculum,  Language  Services,  Early 
Childhood  Services,  Field  Services  and  Special  Educational  Services  branches, 
the  Educational  Opportunity  Fund,  and  participating  in  activities  involving  the 
Deputy  Minister  and  all  senior  personnel  in  Alberta  Education  with  respect  to 
policy  development. 

Additional  responsibilities  include  chairing  the  Early  Childhood  Services 
Coordinating  Council,  the  Committee  for  the  Articulation  of  High  School  and 
Post-Secondary  Educational  Institutions,  the  Interdepartmental  Task  Force  on 
the  Handicapped,  and  Directors'  Council  sub-committees  on  Curriculum, 
Instruction  and  Evaluation,  and  Finance  and  Legislation.  The  Associate  Deputy 
Minister  (Instruction)  also  participates  as  a  member  of  the  Curriculum  Policies 
Board,  Board  of  Directors  of  ACCESS,  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Canadian 
Education  Association. 

Major  achievements  during  1980-81  included: 

—  finalizing  the  development  of  a  revised  senior  high  school  Language  Arts 
program  with  increased  emphasis  on  the  development  of  writing  skills 

—  revising  numerous  programs  and  selecting  instructional  material  to  assist 
jurisdictions  wishing  to  offer  instruction  in  French  and  Ukrainian 

—  participating  in  Curriculum  Policies  Board  recommendations  regarding  the 
elementary  program  of  study  and  the  revision  of  its  mandate  to  emphasize 
the  policy-making  role 

—  contributing  to  Alberta  Education  review  of  policy  on  in-service  as  it  relates  to 
all  branches  in  the  division  of  instruction.  Insights  gained  at  the  OECD 
Conference  on  In-Service  Education  were  particularly  useful. 

—  participating  in  planning  of  Social  Studies  In-Service  program 
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completing  review  of  transportation  policies  for  bilingual  students,  which 
contributed  to  a  revised  departmental  policy 

participating  in  the  development  of  a  revised  role  statement  for  the  Field 
Services  Branch  with  emphasis  on  increased  evaluation  activities  in  large 
urban  districts 

reviewing  an  analysis  of  the  function  of  field  administrative  officers  in  the 
Field  Services  Branch;  recommending  that  they  continue  to  work  from 
Central  Office,  as  opposed  to  being  decentralized  to  regional  offices 

completing  arrangements  with  the  Calgary  Board  of  Education  regarding  the 
provision  of  services  to  sensory  multihandicapped  students  in  Southern 
Alberta.  Initiated  discussions  with  the  Edmonton  and  Grande  Prairie  Public 
School  Boards  on  the  same  issue. 

selecting  a  new  Director  of  Special  Education  Services 

continuing  development  of  curriculum  guides  for  educable  mentally  handi-

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EDUCATIONAL  OPPORTUNITIES  FUND 


Major  responsibility  of  the  Coordinator  is  to  ensure  that  the  Educational 
Opportunities  Fund  (EOF)  is  fully  accessed  by  school  boards  and  that  the 
educational  projects  for  which  these  funds  are  provided  are  designed  and 
operated  to  improve  instructional  services  to  pupils.  There  are  three  major 
components  of  the  ERO  program.  The  elementary  component  is  designed  to 
upgrade  basic  and  auxiliary  skills  at  the  elementary  level.  The  junior  high 
component  funds  alternate  educational  activities  and  programs  for  potential 
drop-outs.  The  compensatory  component  provides  compensatory  educational 
programming  to  disadvantaged  pupils  in  selected  areas  of  the  province. 

The  EOF  Coordinator,  in  addition  to  administering  the  EOF  program,  had  two 
other  major  responsibilities.  He  served  as  chairman  of  the  Interdepartmental 
Community  Schools  Committee,  a  committee  with  representatives  from  four 
government  departments,  which  administers  the  community  school  program  in 
Alberta.  He  also  provided  general  supervision  of  the  School  Food  Services 
program  which  operates  in  northern  Alberta.  This  latter  program  was  transferred 
to  Alberta  Education  from  the  Department  of  Social  Services  and  Community 
Health  in  late  1  980.  The  program  is  limited  to  communities  where  the  majority  of 
students  are  Metis  and  there  is  a  strong  local  commitment  to  the  program.  It 
operates  in  30  northern  communities  and  serves  up  to  3  500  lunches  each 
school  day

—  consulting  with  local  school  personnel  about  EOF  proposals  in  preparation 
and  during  the  review  process 

—  monitoring  the  operation  of  approved  EOF  projects 

—  reviewing  and  recommending  for  approval  occasional  EOF  proposals 
designed  to  replace  terminated  projects  or  take  advantage  of  uncommitted 
funds 

—  reviewing  and  approving  modifications  to  approved  projects 

—  attending  to  various  administrative  matters  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the

Report  of  the  Executive  Director 

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Director  include  working  with  four

Report  of  the  Director 

Major  responsibility  of  the  Director  is  to  plan,  develop  and  implement 
instructional  programs  in  languages  other  than  English1  and  to  facilitate 
accessibility  to  these  programs.  In  addition,  the  Branch  assumes  responsibility 
for  planning,  developing  and  implementing  second  language  programs2 
including  English  as  a  second  language. 

Responsibilities  of  the  Branch  include  the  development  of  basic  curricular 
materials  for  teachers  and  the  identification  and  selection  of  learning  resources. 
In  a  few  instances,  pupil  resources  are  produced.  Accessibility  to  the  programs 
identified  is  facilitated  through  inter-Branch,  inter-governmental,  interprovincial 
and  national  activities. 


1  Instructional  programs  in  languages  other  than  English  are  defined  as  progams  i  mplemented  under  Section  1  50(1 )  of  the  School 
Act  and  subsequent  regulations.

Report  of  the  Director 

The  Early  Childhood  Services  Branch  was  established  in  1  973  to  administer  the 
Early  Childhood  Services  program  offered  by  the  Alberta  Government  through 
three  departments  and  to  coordinate  the  services  provided  by  government 
departments  and  related  agencies  to  young  children  and  their  families. 

As  of  March  31,  1981,  there  were  287  private  and  78  public  Early  Childhood 
Services  (ECS)  operators  providing  services  to  approximately  32  500  children.  Of 
these  children  approximately  1  300  had  special  needs  related  to  various 
handicapped  conditions  and  approximately  6  600  resided  in  designated  dis- 
advantaged areas. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  establishing  a  Regional  Coordinating  Project  involving  five  Regional  Co- 
ordinating Committees  representing  various  areas  from  across  the  province 

—  expanding  the  program  for  providing  portable  classrooms  to  private  ECS 
operators  in  communities  where  no  suitable  facilities  exist 

—  extending  the  capital  equipment  grant  to  include  all  ECS  operators  who  had 
not  previously  claimed  the  grant 

—  funding,  on  a  special  grant  basis,  rural  programs  with  very  small  enrolments 
and  anticipating  deficits 

—  participating  in  seminars,  workshops,  and  orientations  for  operators,  staff, 
and  parents  involved  in  ECS  programs 
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—  publishing  an  administrative  handbook  to  assist  ECS  operators  in  the 
administration  of  their  programs 

—  receiving  approval  to  recruit  two  consultants  who  will  assist  ECS  operators  in 
planning  and  implementing  programsfor  hearing  impaired  and  clinically  deaf 
children. 

Accomplishments  in  program  development 

—  establishing  the  Language  Programs  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  develop  guidelines 
for  ECS  operators  providing  bilingual  and  immersion  language  programs 

—  initiating,  in  conjunction  with  ACCESS,  the  development  and  production  of 
materials  for  local  ECS  staff  development  which  cover  the  interrelationship 
of  all  areas  of  child  development  —  physical  growth  and  development  of 
young  children,  creative  arts,  and  nutrition 

—  completing  production  of  the  Self  Evaluation  Handbook  for  ECS  teachers 

—  publishing  five  issues  of  ECS  Highlights,  a  newsletter  which  is  distributed  to 
ECS  operators,  staff,  and  government  personnel 

—  establishing  a  subcommittee  of  the  Children's  Program  Development 
Committee  to  produce  a  slide-tape  presentation  which  will  assist  ECS 
operators  planning  field  trips 

—  providing  on-going  consultative  assistance  to  ACCESS  related  to  the 
development,  production,  and  distribution  of  various  program  development 
material. 

Accomplishments  in  program  approval 

—  reviewing  and  approving  over  40  new  program  applications  and  450  renewal 
applications 

—  working  closely  with  Handicapped  Children's  Services  and  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  and  Community  Health  in  the  provision  of  aides  for 
handicapped  children 

—  reviewing  and  recommending  for  approval  program  unit  grant  applications 
for  1 96  dependent  and  severely  handicapped  children 

—  initiating  a  review  of  the  function  and  future  role  of  the  Proposal  Review 
Committee. 

Accomplishments  in  consultation  and  coordination 

—  assisting  ECS  operators  in  the  development  of  program  plans  and  evaluation 
of  program  achievements 

—  continuing  emphasis  upon  the  establishment  and  development  of  regional

Major  responsibility  of  the  Director  is  supervising  all  aspects  of  special 
education,  including  administration  of  the  Learning  Disabilities  Fund,  activities 
of  the  Supervisor  of  Counselling  and  Guidance,  the  Coordinator  of  Sensory 
Multi handicapped  Programs,  and  the  Supervisor  of  Special  Education,  operation 
of  the  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  regulation  of  extension  programs  in  basic 
education  operated  by  school  boards. 

The  year  1  980-81  was  transitional,  reflecting  the  activities  of  both  the  former 
Director  who  retired  in  December  1980  and  the  new  Director  who  assumed 
duties  in  March  1  981 . 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  developing  local  programs  for  the  sensory  multihandicapped 

—  developing  curricula  and  providing  school  boards  with  special  education 
curriculum  materials  in  the  areas  of  the  educable  and  trainable  mentally 
handicapped  and  the  visual  and  hearing  impaired 

—  providing  for  the  education  of  the  dependent  and  multihandicapped  through 
the  Program  Unit  Grant 

—  recommending  for  approval  programs  for  the  out-of-province  education  of 
handicapped  pupils 
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—  updating  policy  regulations  to  reflect  local  school  jurisdiction  responsibility 
for  all  pupils. 


Counselling  and  Guidance 

The  purpose  of  this  office  is  to  continue  the  development  of  teacher  and  student 
educational  support  services.

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Special  Education 


The  Special  Education  Section  is  concerned  with  the  educational  services 
delivered  to  handicapped  pupils  (except  for  those  provided  at  the  Alberta  School 
for  the  Deaf).

—  maintaining  a  register  of  pupils  eligible  for  out-of-province  education  grants 

—  advising  school  jurisdictions  on  temporary  English  as  a  Second  Language 
applications  and  recommending  applications  for  approval 

—  arranging  for  the  enrolment,  transportation,  escorting,  program  monitoring, 
and  withdrawal  of  Alberta  children  in  residential  schools  for  the  blind 

—  preparing  budgets  and  monitoring  budget  expenditures

—  piloting  and  revising  special  education  curricula  in  the  areas  of  trainable 
mentally  handicapped,  the  dependent  handicapped,  the  visually  impaired, 
and  the  hearing  impaired 
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—  developing  a  teachers'  handbook  to  accompany  the  special  education 
curricula 

—  participating  in  the  development  of  a  bursary  scheme  for  the  training  of 
teachers  of  the  handicapped 

—  participating  in  coordination  meetings  and  activities  with  other  branches 
within  Alberta  Education  and  with  other  governmental  and  non-govern- 
mental agencies. 

Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf 

The  purpose  of  the  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf  (AS D)  is  to  provide  education  and 
special  related  services  to  deaf  children,  ages  3  to  18,  to  prepare  them  to  be 
independent,  self-sustaining  and  contributing  citizens  of  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  providing  academic  and  pre-vocational  education  to  175  deaf  pupils  and 
three  deaf/blind  pre-school-age  children 

—  providing  residential  accommodations  and  programs  for  78  students 

—  initiating  an  off-campus  living  requirement  for  all  students  over  age  1  8  with 
supportive  training,  counselling  and  guidance 

—  initiating  an  independent  living  skills  training  program  for  1 6-  and  1  7-year 
old  residential  students 

—  initiating  a  three-year  survey  of  the  hearing  impaired  population  of  Alberta 

—  changing  programs  for  multi handicapped  deaf  children  from  a  self-contained 
Learning  Centre  to  decentralized  Resource  Rooms 

—  initiating  training  of  staff  in  the  development  of  individualized  educational 
planning 

—  establishing  the  position  of  vice-principal  with  major  responsibilities  for 
directing  and  coordinating  student  assessment  and  support  services 

—  commemorating  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  school  with  a 
variety  of  activities 

—  participating  in  the  development  of  a  Provincial  Curriculum  for  hearing 
impaired  students 

—  utilizing,  for  the  first  time,  a  summer  bursary  program  to  financially  assist 
three  teachers  to  attend  summer  school  programs 

—  utilizing  educational  leave  provisions  to  assist  two  teachers  to  attend 
university  on  a  full-time  basis  during  the  school  year

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Report  of  the  Director 


Major  responsibilities  of  the  Director  include  articulating  the  operation  of  the 
central  office  of  the  Branch  and  its  five  regional  offices  in  Grande  Prairie, 
Edmonton,  Red  Deer,  Calgary  and  Lethbridge;  and  maintaining  working 
relationships  with  school  jurisdictions  through  association  with  their  senior 
officers  on  matters  related  to  program  management  and  financial  management.

complete  special  assignments  and  studies  pertaining  to  curriculum 
development 

providing  interim  superintendency  and  other  services  requested  by  boards

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OPERATION  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  section  is  compiled  from  reports  submitted  by  superintendents  of  schools 
on  a  variety  of  topics  relating  to  schools  operated  by  school  boards  during  the 
1980-81  school  year. 


Finance 

Equalization  regulations.  Recent  changes  in  equalization  regulations  by  Alberta 
Municipal  Affairs  have  resulted  in  a  significant  increase  in  revenues  to  boards 
and  additional  flexibility  in  generating  revenue. 

Tax  rate.  Trustees  are  fully  aware  of  the  effects  of  the  equalized  mill  rate  on  the 
actual  tax  rate  of  the  individual  property  owner.  In  most  cases  this  information  is 
detailed  and  presented,  with  examples,  when  the  budget  is  being  established. 

Current  financial  plan.  The  following  aspects  of  the  current  financial  plan  were 
identified  by  superintendents  as  most  in  need  of  revision: 

1.  the  School  Foundation  Program  Fund  should  be  increased  and  certain 
earmarked  grants  should  be  incorporated  into  the  SFPF 

2.  the  same  financial  year  should  be  used  for  all  grants  rather  than  using  the 
calendar  year,  the  school  year,  or  the  fiscal  year  for  different  grants 

3.  concerns  were  expressed  that  the  current  plan  tends  to  shift  responsibility  for 
revenues  from  the  government  to  the  local  tax  base.  Jurisdictions  lacking  an 
industrial  base  have  financial  difficulties. 

4.  an  increase  in  funding  for  transportation  and  the  inclusion  of  ECS  pupils  in 
the  load  factor  are  necessary 

5.  funding  for  the  handicapped  should  be  increased  and  capital  costs,  at  the 
secondary  level  particularly,  should  receive  more  support. 


Pupil  Exchanges 

Policy.  Very  few  boards  have  formal  policies  on  pupil,  teacher,  and  other 
educational  exchanges.  Most  boards  are  supportive  of  exchanges  and  consider 
each  proposal  on  its  own  merits. 

Volume.  The  number  of  classes  on  exchange  visits  and  excursions  is  increasing 
and,  in  some  areas,  bands  are  also  involved  in  exchanges.  This  year  destinations 
included  Quebec,  Ontario,  Nova  Scotia,  Europe,  and  the  U.S.A.  Very  fewteacher 
exchanges  take  place  but  teachers  accompany  classes  on  exchanges  and 
excursions.  Board  and  community  contributions  to  exchanges  are  generally 
minimal  and  pupils  are  expected  to  pay  their  own  way.  There  are  some 
jurisdictions  where  community  organizations  raise  most  of  the  funds  for 
exchanges. 

Future  development.  Superintendents  reported  that  they  are  satisfied  with  the 
present  arrangements  for  pupil  exchanges.  A  slight  majority  would  support 
increased  emphasis  on  pupil  exchanges  and  excursions. 
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Administration 


Teacher  supply.  Superintendents  consistently  reported  being  obliged  to  recruit 
teachers  from  eastern  Canada  especiallyfor  French,  Music,  Business  Education, 
and  Industrial  Arts.  Rural  areas  reported  more  difficulty  in  recruiting  teachers 
than  did  urban  and  suburban  areas. 

Evaluation  policy.  Comprehensive  examinations  are  viewed  by  the  majority  of 
superintendents  and  staff  as  forms  of  departmental  tests  which  will  probably  be 
used  by  post-secondary  institutions  as  entrance  examinations.  Achievement 
tests  received  support  as  an  appropriate  approach  to  the  need  for  some  form  of 
external  testing.  Diagnostic  tests  received  strong  support  from  superintendents 
and  staff,  provided  the  tests  are  valid  and  easily  administered. 

Governance 

Increased  services.  There  has  been  a  noticeable  impact  on  the  time  demanded 
of  elected  and  appointed  officials  in  school  systems  as  a  direct  result  of  increased 
educational  services.  A  greater  number  of  board  meetings  has  resulted  in  more 
time  being  required  of  superintendents  and  other  senior  administrators  for 
preparation  of  meetings.  In  some  cases  there  have  been  additions  to  staff  to  cope 
with  special  education  and  curriculum  developments. 

Programming 

Film  centres.  Regional  film  centres  are  extensively  used  in  the  province  and 
were  commended  highly  for  the  excellent  service  that  they  provide  and  their 
valuable  contribution  to  the  instructional  program.  Suggestions  were  made  that 
there  could  be  more  variety  in  films  available  and  that  more  duplicates  of  high 
usage  films  would  be  desirable. 

Learning  resources.  Superintendents  reported  favourably  on  the  level  of 
assistance  provided  by  the  Department  in  the  identification  of  supplementary 
learning  resources.  Some  would  like  the  service  expanded  to  include  more 
evaluation  of  resources  and  lists  of  basic  reference  collections. 

Core-electives.  The  core-electives  format  of  new  courses  was  viewed  with 
favour  by  superintendents  and  teachers.  There  was  some  concern  that  time 
constraints  might  cause  teachers  to  become  core  oriented  at  the  expense  of  the 
elective  component. 

Resources  for  electives.  Jurisdictions  generally  provided  learning  resources  for 
the  elective  portions  of  courses  where  there  was  a  need  for  them.  Some 
superintendents  suggested  provincial  guidance  in  resource  selection. 

Locally-developed  courses.  Supplementary  courses  were  developed  locally 
mainly  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  levels  in  religion  and  family  life 
education,  science,  social  studies,  and  the  B  options.  Elementary  science  and 
mathematics  received  some  attention.  Community  support  was  found  to  have  a 
significant  influence  on  the  success  of  a  locally  developed  program. 

Admission  age.  Most  superintendents  reported  general  satisfaction  with  an 
admission  age  policy  that  stipulates  that  a  pupil  reach  the  age  of  six  years  by  a 
specified  date.  There  was  some  flexibility  in  most  policies  and  some  jurisdictions 
required  a  readiness  test.  Problems  were  experienced  where  pupils  start  school 
in  another  district  with  a  different  admission  age  policy  and  then  transfer.  A 
standard  province-wide  admission  policy  was  suggested. 
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Elementary  music.  The  revised  elementary  music  curriculum  has  been 
introduced  in  most  elementary  schools  in  the  province  and  wasfound  to  be  very 
acceptable.  There  was  reported  to  be  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
instruction  especially  in  schools  where  a  music  specialist  was  employed.  New 
learning  resources  were  purchased  by  a  large  majority  of  jurisdictions  to  support 
the  program. 

Junior  high  problems.  Superintendents  reported  that  the  most  serious  problem 
in  junior  high  school  was  the  lack  of  alternative  programs.  Single-streaming  has 
resulted  in  some  apathy  and  attendance  and  discipline  problems.  Counselling, 
teacher  training  for  junior  high,  and  provision  of  alternative  programs  were 
suggested  as  means  of  improvement  in  dealing  with  this  level. 

A  and  B  options.  The  number  of  options  that  can  be  realistically  provided  varied 
according  to  the  size  of  the  school  population.  All  systems  offered  at  least  the 
required  four,  and  many  noted  an  increased  emphasis  on  A  options.  The  majority 
of  superintendents  did  not  favour  any  options  being  made  mandatory  but  the 
suggestion  was  made  that  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Economics  could  be 
considered. 

Health  program.  Almost  all  superintendents  stated  that  there  is  a  very  definite 
need  for  a  Health  program  in  junior  high  school.  They  also  expressed  the  opinion 
that  such  a  program  should  include  areas  such  as  sexuality  and  drug  abuse. 

Remedial  programs.  Superintendents  reported  that  most  jurisdictions  offer 
some  remedial  programs  at  the  junior  high  school  level  but  only  a  very  few  have 
remedial  programs  at  the  senior  high  level.  Programs  include  remedial  reading 
and  mathematics,  resource  rooms,  learning  disabilities,  and  a  variety  of  projects 
under  the  Educational  Opportunities  Fund.  The  most  serious  problems  were 
associated  with  funding  and  the  difficulty  in  securing  suitably  qualified  teachers. 
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Report  of  the  Associate  Deputy  Minister 
(Support) 

Major  responsibility  of  the  Associate  Deputy  Minister  (Support)  is  to  improve 
the  quality  of  basic  education  in  Alberta  by  developing  a  coordinated  and 
efficient  system  of  departmental  support  services,  implementing  a  departmental 
management  performance  appraisal  system,  and  providing  leadership  in  policy 
and  program  development  within  the  Department  and  on  governmental  boards 
and  committees.

Report  of  the  Director 


The  new  Student  Evaluation  Branch  was  established  by  the  Minister  of 
Education  on  November  13,  1980.  The  purpose  of  the  Student  Evaluation 
Branch  is  fourfold: 

1 .  to  report  upon  levels  of  student  achievement  in  Alberta  Schools  and  school 
systems  through  the  development,  administration,  and  scoring  of  Achieve- 
ment Tests,  Comprehensive  Examinations,  and  Appeal  Examinations 

2.  to  provide  consultative  service  to  school  authorities  in  matters  related  to  local 
evaluation  procedures  and  instrumentation 

3.  to  make  available,  over  time,  a  variety  of  resources  and  test  materials  to 
assure  the  quality  of  regular  and  diagnostic  testing  of  students  across  the 
province 

4.  to  involve  local  school  authorities  in  the  development  and  administration  of 
all  provincial  tests. 

The  result  of  the  above  will  be  an  increase  of  provincial  involvement  in  setting, 
monitoring  and  certifying  levels  of  student  achievement  within  the  province  with 
the  cooperation  of  local  school  authorities. 

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Director  include  maintaining  a  close  liaison  with 
school  authorities  through  association  with  their  chief  executive  officers  in 
matters  related  to  implementation  of  the  new  student  evaluation  program,  and 
developing  and  establishing  an  organizational  structure  for  the  new  Student 
Evaluation  Branch. 
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ajor  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

organizing  and  staffing  the  new  Student  Evaluation  Branch  as  well  as 
determining  space  and  equipment  requirements 

preparing  a  position  paper  on  policies  and  procedures  related  to  implemen- 
tation of  the  new  student  evaluation  program 

developing  appeal  and  final  examinations  in  Grade  12  English,  Biology, 
French,  Mathematics  and  Physics  for  the  January,  March,  June  and  August 
examination  schedules 

preparing  the  achievement  tests  in  Mathematics  and  Social  Studies  for 
administration  to  Grade  1 2  students  during  the  1  980-81  school  year 

analyzing  and  distributing  reports  of  student  achievement  on  departmental 
examinations 

assisting  school  systems  by  providing  consultative  services  on  evaluative 
procedures  and  the  development  of  tests 

initiating  development  and  field  testing  of  items  for  assessing  student 
achievement  at  the  Grades  3,  6,  9  and  1  2  levels  in  each  of  Language  Arts, 
Mathematics,  Social  Studies  and  Science.

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Director  include  coordinating  the  activities  of  the 
Branch,  such  as  the  provision  of  data  processing  services,  maintenance  of 
student  and  teacher  records,  distribution  and  analysis  of  surveys,  statistical 
analysis  of  the  teacher  and  student  populations,  and  the  scoring  and  analysis  of 
standardized  tests  for  schools. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  administering  Grade  12  appeal  examinations  in  28  writing  centres  during 
March  and  August  for  regular  students  who  had  completed  classroom  or 
correspondence  work  and  for  adult  students;  administering  high  school 
achievementtests  in  mathematics  and  social  studies  to  Grade  1 2  studentsto 
compare  and  monitor  levels  of  achievement  throughout  the  province 

—  maintaining  academic  records  of  all  students  registered  in  high  school 
courses  and  issuing  24  000  high  school  diplomas  during  the  school  year 

—  analyzing  achievement  records  of  1 2  542  students  eligible  for  entrance  into 
Alberta  universities  by  geographic  area,  sex  and  program 

—  issuing  44  500  high  school  transcripts  requested  by  students 

—  providing  advice  to  principals  regarding  the  evaluation  of  3  900  academic 
records  to  students  transferring  into  Alberta 

—  evaluating  1  1 00  academic  records  of  students  who  were  not  registered  in  an 
Alberta  high  school 

—  analyzing  student  achievement  in  Grade  12  academic  courses  completed 
during  the  school  year  1 980-81  by  school  jurisdiction  and  eight  regions  of  the 
province 
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revising  the  achievement  tests  in  Mathematics  and  Social  Studies  for 
administration  during  the  1980-81  school  year 

collecting  enrolment  data  from  schools  in  which  French  is  used  as  a  second 
language  (Grades  1  -1  2)  and  in  which  French  is  used  as  a  primary  language 
(Grades  1-12) 

calculating  the  Alberta  claim  for  the  minority  language  program  of  the 
Government  of  Canada  and  the  number  of  full-time  equivalent  students  for

maintaining  the  data  base  systems  related  to  school  grants,  school  board 
budgets  and  school  board  audited  financial  statements 

completing  a  five-year  plan  for  data  processing  within  the  Department 

commencing  the  planning  of  a  revised  student  registry  system  to  replace  the 
present  computer  system  developed  in  1970 

completing  the  development  of  the  third  phase  of  an  integrated  management 
information  system.  The  major  components  of  this  phase  include  information 
related  to  school  programs  and  the  teaching  staff. 

maintaining  a  student  loan  system  for  the  Student  Finance  Board 

assisting  schools  and  school  systems  by  providing  a  machine-scoring 
service,  item  analysis  and  norms  for  various  standardized  tests,  high  school 
achievement  tests  and  locally-developed  tests 

assisting  Statistics  Canada  by  providing  data  on  students  and  teachers  in 
Alberta  Education 

completing  a  number  of  revisions  to  the  first  and  second  phase  of  the 
Department's  integrated  data  base  system  to  improve  accuracy,  efficiency 
and  effectiveness 

assisting  personnel  of  the  School  Book  Branch  in  the  implementation  of  an 
automated  system  for  the  accounting  and  inventory  functions  of  the  Branch. 
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Report  of  the  Director 

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Director  include  coordinating  activities  in  the 
Branch  which  is  divided  into  two  sections:  an  administrative  section  and  a  policy 
and  planning  section.  The  staffing  complement  includes  two  associate  directors, 
the  Secretary  of  the  School  Buildings  Board,  two  technologists,  four  construction 
inspectors,  a  coordinator  of  the  Building  Quality  Restoration  Program,  an 
engineer,  an  administrative  officer,  a  research  clerk  and  seven  support  staff. 
Eight  project  employees  are  involved  in  the  energy  conservation  project  and 
Project  Space. 

In  addition,  the  Director  is  responsible  for  administering  the  School  Act,  the 
School  Buildings  Regulations,  the  Tendering  Regulation,  and  related  programs. 
Members  of  the  Branch,  serving  as  members  of  the  School  Buildings  Board, 
visited  more  than  160  sites  and  held  meetings  with  school  boards  to  discuss 
aspects  of  many  of  the  School  Buildings  Board  agenda  items  summarized  in 
Table  1. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  holding  weekly  meetings  of  the  School  Buildings  Board  to  consider  school 
board  applications  for  new  construction  or  renovations.  During  the  year  1  690 
decisions  were  rendered,  with  the  results  communicated  to  school  boards. 
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conducting  nine  regional  seminars  and  numerous  school  board  meetings  to 
explain  details  of  the  new  funding  policy,  the  Building  Quality  Restoration 
Program,  and  school  modernization 

expanding  the  Building  Quality  Restoration  Program  (BQRP)  to  include  site 
improvements  and  vandalism  deterrents 

continuing  work  with  school  boards  by  the  Planning  and  Policy  Section  in 
linking  short  and  long-range  plans  to  a  comprehensive  provincial  plan. 
Planning  assistance  was  extended  to  25  school  boards  requesting  assistance. 

incorporating  information  into  the  departmental  information  system  on  more 
than  2  000  school  buildings  and  1  000  portables.  Changes  to  these  facility 
records,  as  a  result  of  newconstruction,  additions,  renovations,  orthe  BQRP, 
are  added  to  the  information  system  on  an  on-going  basis. 

completing  preparation  of  floor  plans  for  all  existing  schools  and  developing 
floor  plans  for  new  schools,  as  part  of  Project  Space 

implementing  Phase  II  energy  projects  in  five  climatic  zones  across  the 
province.  Participating  school  jurisdictions  include  Fairview  School  Division, 
St.  Thomas  More  RCSSD,  Peace  River  School  Division,  Lakeland  School 
District,  Lakeland  RCSSD,  Rockyview  School  Division,  and  Medicine  Hat 
School  District. 

continuing  a  project  developed  in  cooperation  with  school  boards  to  provide  a 
record  of  school  capacities,  and  expanding  it  to  include  new  schools  and 
alterations  to  existing  schools 

presenting  bronze  plaques  to  commemorate  Alberta's  75th  Anniversary  to  all 
schools  opened  in  1  980.  Plaques  of  a  different  design  are  being  presented  to 
all  new  schools  opened  in  1 981 . 

participating  in  several  studies  including  the  Alsands  New  School  Study, 
Bonnyville/Cold  Lake  Study,  Excess  School  Space  Study,  Energy  Con- 
servation Projects,  Technology  Studies,  Project  Space,  Alternate  New  School 
Designs,  Mobile  Labs,  Distance  Education,  Construction  Cost  Prices  and 
Indices,  and  the  Community  School  Facility  Study 

participating  in  several  interdepartmental  or  external  committees  including 
the  Canadian  Education  Association  Information  Services,  National  Research 
Council  Task  Group  on  Energy  Conservation  in  Schools,  Interdepartmental 
Committee  on  Noise,  Edmonton  Regional  Planning  Commission,  and  the 
Committee  on  Energy  Supplies  Allocation  Board 

assisting  in  hosting  the  1  980  Regional  Conference  of  the  Northwest  Region 
of  the  Council  of  Educational  Facility  Planners 

assisting  in  the  United  Way,  through  the  loan  of  an  associate  director.

Report  of  the  Director 


The  major  responsibility  of  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School  is  to  provide 
educational  services  to  students  who  are  unable  to  receive  classroom 
instruction.  Students  who  register  with  this  School  are  supplied  with  printed 
lesson  materials  which  may  be  supplemented  by  audio-tapes  and  science  kits. 
The  students  submit  completed  lessons  to  the  School  where  they  are  corrected 
and  appraised.  Written  comments  are  still  the  main  form  of  communication 
between  teacher  and  student,  but  there  is  also  increased  utilization  of  audio- 
tapes and  the  telephone.  Occasional  visits  by  a  travelling  teacher  reinforce  the 
teaching  process. 
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Significant  Developments  in  1980-81 


On  October  27,  1980,  the  Minister  of  Education  announced  that  the  Alberta 
Correspondence  School  would  be  relocated  to  the  town  of  Barrhead  in  1  983.  A 
Project  Committee,  chaired  by  the  Associate  Deputy  Minister  (Support  Services), 
was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  effecting  the  move.  During  the  year  the 
design  phase  for  the  new  school  facility  was  completed  and  presented  to  the 
staff.  Subcommittees  to  assist  all  staff  members  —  those  who  can  relocate  as 
well  as  those  who  cannot  —  were  established  and  commenced  work. 

Ministerial  approval  was  given  for  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School  to 
participate  in  the  experimental  use  of  the  Telidon  system.  Mechanics  12  was 
selected  as  the  course  to  be  adapted  for  use  on  Telidon.  It  will  probably  be  field 
tested  during  the  1 981  -82  school  year. 

In  February  1  981 ,  four  Alberta  Correspondence  School  teachers  went  to  the 
British  Columbia  Institute  of  Technology  to  participate  in  the  Anik-B  satellite 
trial.  Two  one-hour  programs  designed  to  create  an  awarenesss  of  correspon- 
dence education  were  presented. 

As  the  number  of  in-house  teachers  continued  to  decline  during  the  1979-80 
school  year,  the  number  of  teachers  correcting  lessons  on  a  contract  basis  had  to 
be  increased  to  36.  Six  contract  teachers  were  also  involved  in  program 
preparation. 

Unusually  heavy  demands  for  our  services  were  made  by  Calgary  residents  in 
September,  1  981 ,  as  a  result  of  a  strike  by  the  Calgary  Public  teachers.  During 
that  month,  614  Calgary  students  registered  in  correspondence  courses  and  1 07 
sets  of  lessons  were  sold  to  Calgary  residents. 


Enrolment 


School  Year,  1979-80 


A  comparison  of  the  total  enrolment  of  the  1  979-80  school  year  with  that  of 
1 978-79  shows  the  overall  number  of  students  in  1  979-80  to  be  higher  by  882, 
or  by  4.3  percent,  over  that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  breakdown  of  enrolments, 
according  to  the  three  school  levels,  is  shown  below:

Summer  School,  1980 


In  1  980, 1  758  students  enrolled  in  the  summer  school  program.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  21 0,  or  1 3.6  percent,  over  the  1 979  figures. 


Lesson  Sales 


Sets  of  lessons  continued  to  be  sold  to  students  for  private  study  purposes  and  to 
teachers  as  reference  materials.  In  1979-80,  7  740  sets  of  lessons  were 
purchased. 
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Course  Development 


Although  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School  experimented  with  some  new 
delivery  systems  such  as  Telidon  and  the  Anik-B  satellite,  most  of  the  work  in 
course  development  involved  traditional  print  materials.  Twenty-three  new 
courses  were  prepared  for  publication  and  27  courses  were  updated  and  revised. 

Liaison  with  ACCESS  on  the  English  30  television  series  continued. 

Rural  Safety  Essay 

As  in  previous  years,  judges  from  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School  selected 
the  winning  entries  in  the  Rural  Safety  Essay  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Alberta 
Safety  Council.  The  four  finalists  were  presented  with  the  Alberta  Safety  Council 
awards  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  Honourable  Frank  Lynch-Staunton. 

Library 

The  Alberta  Correspondence  School  library  has  two  distinct  components  —  the 
mail-order  section  which  lends  supplemental  reading  materialsto  students,  and 
the  professional  reference  section  which  provides  resource  materials  for 
teacher  research  purposes.  In  1979-80,  14  581  books  were  lent  to  Alberta 
Correspondence  School  students. 

Travelling  Teacher 

During  the  spring  and  fall  of  1 980,  the  travelling  teacher  made  contact  with  742 
students  and  had  consultations  with  62  parents  and  125  educational 
administrators.  She  also  visited  83  educationally-affiliated  offices  where  she 
distributed  Alberta  Correspondence  informational  materials. 

Career  Fairs 

The  Alberta  Correspondence  School  was  invited  to  participate  in  1 1  career  fairs. 
Representatives  from  the  School  presented  displays  at  all  of  these  fairs. 

Staff  Development 

Staff  interest  in  professional  development  is  indicated  by  their  on-going 
involvement  in  university  programs,  non-credit  courses,  seminars,  workshops, 
and  professional  conferences.  During  the  year  1 4  teachers  took  university  credit 
courses,  13  teachers  took  non-credit  courses,  and  35  teachers  attended 
seminars,  workshops,  and  professional  conferences. 

The  Director  and  the  Assistant  Director  attended  the  1980  conference  of  the 
Departments  of  Education  Correspondence  Schools  Association  (Canada)  held 
in  Victoria. 

In  October  1980,  the  two  exchange  teachers  from  New  Zealand  returned  to 
Wellington  and  the  two  Canadian  teachers,  who  had  been  on  exchange  at  the 
New  Zealand  Correspondence  School,  returned  to  Alberta.

Report  of  the  Manager 

Major  responsibility  of  the  Manager  is  to  provide  an  economical  non-profit 
source  of  supply  services  of  prescribed,  recommended  and  support  educational 
materials  to  school  systems  and  the  public  of  Alberta. 

Major  activities  during  1980-81  included: 

—  making  net  sales  of  $13  1 10  260,  an  increase  of  $1  1  67  61 0  or  9.8  percent 
over  the  last  fiscal  year.  A  breakdown  of  sales  indicates  $9  930  478  for 
textbooks,  $2  662  474  from  NAIT  and  SAIT  bookstores,  $393  344  for  special 
orders,  and  $123  964  for  test  materials.

Report  of  the  Administrator 


The  Central  Library  provides  a  collection  of  relevant  books,  periodicals, 
government  documents,  pamphlets,  archive  items,  and  microfiche  for  use  by  the 
professional  staff  of  the  department  and  its  regional  offices,  and  for  use  by  the 
teachers  of  the  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Alberta  Correspondence 
School.  The  staff  do  research  and  reference  work  to  identify  relevant  and  timely 
materials,  and  acquire  and  organize  these  materials.  They  do  consultative  work 
in  the  area  of  library  skills,  organization  of  materials,  staffing  and  planning. 

The  Materials  Resource  Centre  acquires,  by  purchase  or  production,  materials  in 
braille,  large  print  or  on  sound  recording  for  visually  impaired  students,  to  be 
used  in  their  educational  programs.  Equipment  is  provided  to  visually  impaired 
students  to  enable  them  to  use  the  above  material  and  to  hearing  impaired 
students  to  participate  in  integrated  classes. 

Major  responsibilities  of  the  Administrator  include  administering  staffing, 
budgeting  and  service  of  the  Central  Library,  and  staffing  of  the  Edmonton 
Materials  Resource  Centre  (for  visually  impaired).  Staff  provide  consultative 
services  to  others  needing  library  services  within  the  Department.

The  major  responsibilities  of  the  Registrar  relate  to  the  evaluation  of  credentials 
and  subsequent  issue  of  teacher  certificates,  maintenance  of  files  of  teacher 
professional  standing  and  service,  assessment  of  credentials  from  persons 
outside  Alberta  wishing  to  obtain  Alberta  certification,  administration  of  related 
regulations,  assessment  of  secondary  school  level  credentials  for  students 
coming  into  Alberta  from  other  countries  and  consideration  of  appeals  in  all  such 
cases 

Another  responsibility  is  to  serve  as  the  secretariat  to  the  Board  of  Teacher 
Education  and  Certification  and  its  various  committees.
